The pre-mix was split into two batches, one a control, and one 
to which native Type I AFP was added (post-pasteurisation) at a 
level of lOppm. 

The mixes were frozen by conventional means using a Gusti 
freezer and were then placed directly into a cold store set at 
either -25=C or -12°C, thereby excluding the cold hardening 
Step. 

The aspect ratio was measured according to the protocol given in 
Example II of US application 08/890,490. 

For storage at -25°C, the AFP Type I containing ice cream 
composition had an aspect ratio of 1.77. The control ice cream 
composition had an aspect ratio of 1.48.
